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At Least 10,000 Men Will Quit Work in 
“Sympathy With Electrical! 
Workers’ Strike. : 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—The labor situation 
involved in the strike of the electrical work- 
ers, declared on Monday, has assumed a 
grave aspect. The threat of calling a gen- 
eral strike in the building trades was in 
part carried out when 750 men employed on 
two of the biggest building enterprises in 
the city threw down their tools. To-da 
two more great buildi will be deserted. 
‘and at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, at a con- 
ference of the State Committee and Board 
of Walking Delegates, a general strike of 
the building trades in this city and Brook- 

-lyn will be declared, stopping the construc- 
tion of thirty-seven large buildings and in- 
numerable small ones and throwing out of 
work at a very conservative estimate 10,000 
men. 

The loss involved in such a strike as this, 
at the very height of the building season, 
can scarcely be estimated. The threats 
brought the master builders almost to their 
knees to the electrical contractors, whom 
they implored not to bring down such a ca- 
lamity. The walking delegates threaten to 
extend the strike still further if the eight- 
hour demand is not conceded. 

At 1 p. m. yesterday the 400 men employed 
on the new Presbyterian Mission and the 
450 men at work on the twenty-two-story 
building of the American Tract Society, at 
Spruce and Nassau streets, put on their 
hats and coats and walked quietly away. 
Contractors stormed and pleaded in vain. 

In the meantime the electrical contractors, 
in their rooms in the Building Trades 
Club. passed this resolution: 

er 1 of Electrical Workers will be official- 
ly notified to-morrow that on and after 8 
Feb, 25. the members of this association will begin 
to fill the places of the electrical workers now on 
strike who fail to report for duty on their respec- 
tive jobs. 

The walking delegates did-not wait for an 
official notification of a lock-out. They 
promptly resolved to declare sympathetic 
strikes to-day on the American Surety 
Building and on the new St. Luke's Hospi- 
tal, at One Hundred and Sixteenth street 
and Western boulevard. More than 700 
men are employed on these buildings. They 
also agreed that at the joint meeting of the 
walking delegates and the electrical work- 
ers at 4 p. m. a general sympathetic strike 
would be ordered on all buildings in this 
city and Brooklyn. Masons, plasterers, 
plumbers, iron-workers, carpenters, wood- 
carvers, marble-cutters, housesmiths, brick- 
layers and painters to the number of thou- 
sands will be called out and, practically, 
building operations will cease. The con- 
tractors claim that their profits on $350,000 
worth of contracts that expire within ninety 
days will be seriously affected by granting 
the demands of the strikers, and that if the 
wiremen had kept to their agreement, by 
which ninety days notice was to be given 
of the changes in the working rules of the 
union, contracts would be readjusted to meet 
the new scale of hours and wages. The de- 
mands of the wiremen for a reduction of 
working hours from nine to eight and for 
an increase of wages from $2 to S. a day 
were made on Feb. 17, and the contractcrs 
are willing to consider this demand, pro- 
viding it is not to take effect before May 15.

FIGHT ANOTHER UNION 


Jacket Makers Meeting With Trou- 
ble in Their Strike,

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Three thousand 
five hundred jacket makers, 600 button- 
hole makers and 1,80 children’s jacket 
makers went on a strike yesterday in this 
city, Brooklyn and Brownsville. Twelve 
hundred of these strikers are women and 


girls. The strikers all belong to the Knights 
of Labor, and are in the employ of 250 con- 
‘tractors, who are members of the Cloth- 
ing Contractors’ Association, The principal 
demand of the strikers is fer a ten-hour 
work day; also this scale of wages: Opera- 
tors, 313 to $16 per week; assistant opera- 
tors, $6 to $12; basters, $10 to $12; assistant 
basters, $6 to $8; under pressers, $6 to $10; 
operators on unbasted work, $10 to $14; 
assistant ,operators, 6 to $7; under pressers, 
$6 to $7; over pressers, $8 to $12; fitters, $9 
$13, and bushelers, $7 to $10. 

The strikers met at Congress Hall, No. 
226 Stanton street, yesterday, where it was 
announced that seventy-five contractors, 
employing 1,000 men, had signed the union 
‘agreement. The crowd then ordered up five 
kegs of beer, and after everyone had drunk 
the floor was cleared, a band engaged, and 
‘a dance was soon under way. 

The United Garment Workers of America 
say they will make it hot for the strikers, 
because they belong to the Knights of La- 
bor, who have been antagonizing the United 
Garment Workers. : 

The General Executive Board of the Unit- 
ed Garment Workers of America had a 
meeting last night at 28 Lafayette 5 
and expelled Barondess and the oak 
Makers’ Union from the organization.

The Democratic members from St. Louis 
acceded to the terms of the friends of the 
bar association bill, and have stood ready to 
give it a loyal support, and this, too, with- 
out reference to the position of the Senate 
Democrats on the same two measures. In 
view of this latest development of Republic- 
an sentiment in the House, the chances of 
St. Louis for securing any relief at all are 
— Ev gar slim—particularly as the Dem- 
ocrats of the Senate have voted down sev- 
eral propositions of kindred nature in the 
consideration of other bills dealing with of- 
fices of public trust.

THE BOND BUNCO GAME. 


When the Post-Dispatch urged Con- 
gress to authorize and the Administration 
to make a popular loan, it declared 
that small vonds at low interest to any 
reasonable amount would be taken in 
three days.

Many of the 
bids were far above the minimum price 
of 112% fixed by the syndicate. On the 
New York Stock Exchange the bonds are 
held at 120, with eager bids at 118%, which 


is 6% points above the syndicate’s selling 
price and 14 points above the ree it 


paid to the Government, 

The scramble for the bonds was even 
more eager in London than in New York. 
The subscriptions were twenty times 
greater than the amount offered. Ad- 
vances of 4 and 5.per cent were freely 
offered for the securities. The profits of 
the syndicate and, the bend brokers will 
not fall Below $10,000,000.

“THE MAGNOLIA COMPANY. 


— 


Believed to Be an Extension of the 
Fourth Street Line. 


It is current gossip in street railway 
ciréles that the new line to be built 
by the Magnolia Avenue Railway Company 
in case it gets its franchise, is to be prac- 
tically an extension of the Fourth Street 


Cable Line and that the money for its con- 
struction is to be furnished largely ty the 
company. Also that the Manchester people, 
who are anxious for a line, will take some 


Stock. 

It will be remembered that some time ago 

arties interested in building an electric 
fine out into the county toward Manchester 
received from the Municipal Assembly the 
right to construct a line down King’s High- 
way and by a somewhat cercuitous route 
Into the city as far as Grand avenue. They 
stated at the time that they desired to 
connect either with the Olive street line 
or the Market street line. After the fran- 
chise had been secured the parties inter- 
ested said. they were unable to make the 
deal with those lines and asked permission 
‘to come down Pine street. This was re- 
fused. Since that time efforts haye been 
made to get in over other lines, but with-

tion papers permit it to build out into the 
county is taken to mean that it will 
build.

The proposed new line will start at Mag- 
nolia and Grand, very near the spot where 
the Fourth street cable ends. It would 
run out Magnolia between Tower Grove 
Park and Shaw’s Garden and would prove 
a well-paying line from the start, even to 
the cit limits, rovided it had connections 
with the Fou street cable. It is said 
that the Fourth Street Company has long 
considered the plan of changing its power 
from cable to electricity and that the time 
is now ripe for the change. 


SCHICKENBERG ACQUITTED. 


Judge Morris Disposes of the Alleged 
Scale Fraud Case. 


Judge Morris at 10:30 a. m. discharged Ed- 


ward Schickenberg, weigher for Devoy &. 


Fuerborn, coal dealers, who was accused of 


tampering with the firm’s scales at the foot 
of Lesperance street. The case was tried 
a week ago and taken under advisement. 
It was charged that Schickenberg had 
laced on the ba@lance-poise of the scale, a 
arge stone, which made the scales give 195 
pounds short weight. The opinion of the 
Court is a lengthy one, and the gist of it is 
that there is no law governing this partic- 
mar alleged offense. The defendant, the 
Court says should have been charged with 
violating the ‘section of the ordinance pro- 
ibiting the tampering with weights and 
measures, but the information against him, 
was that he tampered with a scale beam, 
and, under the section of the ordinance 
alleged to have been violated, scales or 
scalebeams are not classified with weights 
and measures. The Court also made the 
t that there was no evidence, showing 
ntent to defraud, as far as either the firm 
of Devoy & Fuerborn or the weigher were 
concerned, as the coal, to which the stone 
was equivalent, was not sold to anybody, 
no money entering into the transaction 
whatever.

VACCINATING A FACTORY. 


Arms of the Drummond Co’s Employes 
Scratched. | 


There are hundreds of sore arms in the 
Drummond Tobacco Co.’s factory. The 
cause of the trouble is a visit paid the es- 
tablishment by Dr. Woodruff with two or 
three thousand vaccine points, 

An order was issued by the company that 


every one in the factory be vaccinated, and 
Dr. Woodruff set to work yesterday. He 
moved from floor to floor and the boys and 
girls lined up and marched by him. 

The visit of the doctor was made the sub- 
ject of much hilarity by the younger em- 
ployes, as it was a break in the monotony 
of the day’s toil, but many objected stren- 
uously to the operation. 

Yesterday Dr. Woodruff vaccinated the 
employes in the main building and to-day 
he is engaged with the hands in the stem- 
ming rom. The room is divided into aisles, 
along Which the workers sit in small com- 
partments. Bach aisle is visited in turn 
by the doctor. and each worker bears his 
or her arm at his approach. The question 
is nut whether the subject has been vwac- 
cinated before, and then hig or hér name is 
registered in a book by assistant as the 
doctor scrapes the skin and applies the 
virus. Then the regular caution comes, 
“Keep your sleeve up until it is dry.” 

Some of the employes were sulky. One 
young fellow told the doctor that he had 
scratched enough, but he was informed 
that the doctor was performing the opera- 
tion. A. pretty buxom blonde girl asked 
the doctor not to scratch too much. She 
had a beautiful arm, which had never be- 
fore been marred by a scar and she did not 
wish to have the mark upon it. 

Two pretty brunettes wore pained ex- 
pressions all the morning and were ¢ontin- 
ually glancing at their arms. One girl con- 
fessed to having been vaccinated eleven 
times, but many said they had never been 
vaccinated before. 

Dr. Woodruff vaccinated 410 employes of 
the factory yesterday and about the same 
number to-day. He will. keep up this av- 
erage until the task is completed. 1

The marriage of Miss Carrie Frost of 
this city to Mr. Carlos Blacker of London, 
news of which reached the city a few days 
‘ago, has revived memories of the other 
daughters ‘of Gen. D. M. Frost, all 
of whom married Englishmen, two of whom 
“went to the land of their husbands to marry 
just as the last of the quartet, Miss Car-, 
rie, has done, rather than follow the estab-!

The Wade 
Bros. Construction Cg. secured the con- 
tracts, undertaking to clean a square—1,000 
square feet—of asphalt pavement for 27 
cents and a similar surface of granite or 
wood pavement for | cents. The letting 
is for three years from March 1. 

The corresponding prices in 1892 were 88 
and 48 cents. The ueller Coal, Heavy 
Hauling and Transfer Co. got both con- 
tracts. In 1889 the prices were 39 and 50 
cents respectively. August Heman got the 
asphalt, the St. Louis Improved Street- 
Sprinkling Co. the granite and wood con- 
tracts. The comparative estimates are: For 
11,369,800 squares, $43,167.24; 
wood and granite, 3.756, squares, $171,- 
630.72. For 1895—7,235,466 squares of asphalt, 
$19,535.76; wood and granite, 39,647,671 squares, 
$135, 460777.

Association, which controls most of the 


big breweries in this city. As a matter of 
fact, the plan has never been favored by the 
president of the association, Mr. Ellis Wain- 


wright, who never practiced it when he 
managed his own brewery before the asso- 
ciation was organized. 

At that time there was great competi- 
tion between the various breweries for the 
patronage of the saloons, which sold large 
quantities of the amber fluid. Extraordinary 
inducements were offered by the agents of 
the brewer barons for leaseholds on the 
premises occupied by the big beer selling 
saloons, as by this method it was possible 
for the brewery to force its beer upon the 
saloonkeeper, Whether he wanted it or not. 
With the brewery controlling his premises, 
the saloonkeeper had no other alternative 
but to sell its beer or vacate for someone 
who would do so. He could not afford to be 
stubborn and resist, for such action on his 
part would result in his rent being placed 
at such exorbitant figures as to make it 
unprofitable for him to remain in the busi- 
ness any longer at that particular location: 

The association was organized three. or 
four years’ ago, and about that time the 
competition among the breweries was at the 
highest pitch. When the association gobbled 
up most of the breweries their leaseholdings 
amounted to considerable. Having never 
entered into this branch of the competi- 
tion ‘while ating his own brewery, 
President Ellis Wainwright could not see 
the advisability of the association continu- 
ing it, and, although not generally known, 
he has been doing away with the plan grad- 
ually ever Since he took charge of the as- 


sociation. ‘ 
MR. WAINWRIGHT'S REASONS. 

When seen in his. office Thursday by a 
Post-Dispatch representative Mr. Wain- 
wright said: “We are getting rid of those 
leases as fast as we can, having never re- 
newed any or taken out any new ones. The 
fact that we are discontinuing the system 
is not due to any absence of competition, 
for pga is just as much of that now as 
there ever was.

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THE BUILDING OUTLOOK. 


An Unusual and Marked Activity 
in Real Estate Circles. 


The building business in St. Louis con- 
tinues to grow and the. enormous propor- 
tions of the business of the coming season 
is not yet fully aprpeciated even by the 
Builders’ Exchange. Each day new build- 
ings of every class are placed in the market 
for bids and it is evident that the public 
of St. Louis mean to take full advantage of 
the fact that they can build cheaper this 
season than ever before. All the architects 
are busy, some with small Work and some 


with large, but the average grade of this 
year’s building will be above the general 
run. That is, there will be more handsome 
residences. 

A large number of new churches will 
also be built. Probably the first of these 
that contractors will bid on will be Rev. 
Fr. Kane’s new Catholic Church, at Web- 
ster Groves. This building been long 
talked of and plans were made some time 
ago. They have since been altered and im- 
preved and the structure, according to the 
present plans which were prepared by 
Messrs. Barnett, Haynes & Barnett, will 
be a very handsome one in the early Eng- 
lish Gothic style. The exterior of the 
building will be of quarry-faced stone. The 
interior will be di into naves and 
aisles. A clear story effect has been used 
for more perfect light and ventilation and 
to better bring out the Gothic architecture. 
The building will cost $25,000 and work on 
it will be commenced in about sixty days. 

THREE NEW RESIDENCES. 

Three handsome new residences were 
added to the list of homes to be built this 
spring.

IMPROVING ROLLING MILLS. 


Eastern Manufacturers Find They Can 
Now Compete With the West. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—The Iron Age to- 
day says: In spite of the continued low 
prices of iron and steel products a more 
hopeful feeling is spreading among Eastern 
manufacturers, This is due principally to 
the fact that costs have been § steadily 


crowded down, until now makers feel that 
they are partly safe in their own territory. 
This applies to pig fron as well as to steel. 
With modern improved practice basic open 
hearth steel can be produced in the East 
at a cost very close to the price at which 
Western and Bessemer can be laid down 
in the Fastern markets. This has inspired 
so much confidence that considerable im- 
provements in rolling mill and steel plants 
are either under way or in contemplation. 
The current week has brought little that 
is sensational. In Bessemer pig Pittsburg 
records the sale of one ten-thousand-ton 
block at $10, but has done relatively little 
in steel billets or wire rods. On the whole 
the market is steady. 

Big advance in the prices of wrought 
iron pipes seems to have had the usual | 
effect of causing buyers to test the sincerity 
of sellers by keeping out of the market. 

“In metals an advance in tin is noted. 
Copper is weaker, while lead has declined 
under the pressure of moderate sales.

THEY MAY ROW 
ON THIS SIDE. 


Harding Will Have to Come Over 
to Meet Gaudaur. 


ADVANTAGE OF THE THAMES. 


James A. St. John’s Liberal Challenge 
on Behalf of Gaudaur to the Con- 
queror of Tom Sullivan. 


James A. St. John of St. Louis, backer 
and adviser of Jake Gaudaur, the cham- 
pion single scull oarsman of America, is 
convinced that Wag Harding, the con- 
queror of Tom Sullivan, will have to come 
to this country if he wants a match with 


Gaudaur, unless the. latter is offered ex- 
8 inducements to cross the At- 
antic. 

“I issued a challenge on behalf of Jake 
some time ago,“ said Mr. St. John, in 
which I offered to bet $2,000 against , 500 
that he could beat any oarsman in the 
world over a three-mile course with a turn, 
the race to be rowed in this country. This 
defy was published in Boston, and it still 
holds good. Harding tan get a match on 
these conditions, and I think it is a very 
liberal offer. 

“The rowing races on the Thames gener- 
ally take place in the afternoon when the 
tide is flowing out! Now when the _ tide 
comes in it shoots along on one side of the 
river, and when it goes out the current takes 
the other side. Accordingly, when the oars- 
men toss-up for positions on the river, the 
winner always takes the side with the cur- 
rent, leaving the dead water to his oppo- 
nent.

Fred Douglass is dead. The noted negro 
orator and diplomat passed away at his 


home in Anacostia, a suburb of this city, 


at 7 o' clock last night altogether unexpeci- 
. Heart failure is given as the cause. 

Douglass was born in Tuckahoe, Talbot 
County, Md., in February, 1817. His mother 
Was a negro slave and his father a white 
man. He was a slave on the plantation 
of Col. Edward Lloyd until, at the age 
of 10, he was sent to Baltimore to live with 
A relative of his master. He learned to 

and write from one of his masters 
relatives to whom he was loaned when 
about 9 years of age. His master allowed 
him later to hire his own time at $3 a 
week, and he was employed in a ship yard, 
and in accordance with a resolution long 
entertained he fied from Baltjmore and 
from slavery on Sept. 3, 1838.

Mr. Douglass leaves two sons anda 
daughter, the children of his firet wife. His 
second wife, who is a white woman, sur- 
vives him. The story of the second mar- 
riage was a romantic one. Miss Helen Pitts, 
whom he married, was a New England 
woman of middle age, a clerk in the office 
of the Recorder of Deeds of tHe District of 
Columbia when Mr. Douglass was appoint- 
ed to that office. She was also a member 
of a literary society to which he belonged. 
They were thrown much together, and 
finally became engaged.
